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The statement below is to be recommended for adoption by the Library 
Department of the N. E. A. at the Des Moines meeting. This will be 


good news for librarians. Space does not permit printing anything but 
the statement: 


LIBRARIES IN EDUCATION 


. All pupils in both elementtary and secondary schools should have ready 
access to books to the end that they may be trained: 


(a) to love to read that which is worth while; 


(b) to supplement their school studies by the use of books other 
than textbooks; 


(c) to use reference books easily and effectively; 
(d) to use intelligently both the school library and the public library. 


Every secondary school should have a_ trained librarian, and every 
elementary school should have trained library service. 


Trained librarians should have the same status as teachers or heads 
of departments of equal training and experience. 


Every school that provides training for teachers should require a 


course in the use of books and libraries, and a course on the best 
literature for children. 


Every state should provide for the supervision of school libraries and 
for the certification of school librarians. 


The public library should be recognized as a necessary part of public 
instruction, and should be as liberally supported by tax as are tne 
public schools, and for the same reasons. 


The school system that does not make liberal provision for training 
in the use of libraries, fails to do its full duty in the way of revealing 


to all future citizens the opportunity to know and to use the resources 
of the public library as a means of education.
